Faculty Meeting 



Monday's faculty meeting 
was an exciting and important 
one for Macdonald Education 
students. For it was at this 
meeting that a motion was 
put on the floor by Ellen 
Nestle, a 2S student, asking 
for a course evaluation 
committee. The vast majority 
of the faculty were in agree- 
ment with this plan in princi- 
ple but the wording of the 
motion, as put forth by Miss 
Nestle, caused considerable 
debate. Professor Pederson 
suggested a compromise to 
Miss Nestle's motion but 
Dan Wade, President of the 
S.T.S., feared the amendment 
was a delaying tactic. The 
word * 'consider' ' was thrown 
around until Dean Hall re- 
quested Miss Nestle, Dan 
Wade and other students to 
withdraw to rewrite the mo- 
tion. Miss Nestle requested 
Prof. Pederson to help in the 
construction of the compro- 
mise. The motion was thus 
read as follows: 



"A committee be appointed 
called the Course Evaluation 
Committee, composed of three 
staff members and three 
students including one grad- 
uate student; that it present 
to the next meeting of the 
Faculty in detail a program 
of course evaluation including 
the actual questions and pro- 
cedures of analysis and pub- 
lication of results and this 
will be ready to administer 
immediately, and that this 
be dealt with under Business 
arising from the minutes." 

At the S.T.S. meeting of 
Tuesday, Jan. 20, Ellen 
Nestle and Richard Dagg were 
chosen to represent the 
student body. The post-grad- 
uate student will be chosen 
soon. The three members 
of faculty to participate on the 
committee were not chosen 
at press time. 

The importance of the 
passing of this motion is 
paramount to both faculty and 
students at Macdonald. It 



indicates students and faculty 
are willing to work together 
to the benefit of both parties. 
Course evaluation will enable 
students to voice their critic- 
isms and/or praises of their 
courses. An organized survey 
of these praises and/or cri- 
ticisms will enable the ideas 
and comments of students to 
come to the attention of the 
faculty, where effective action 
can evolve. Students should 
note that the greater part of 
the faculty were enthusiastic 
about receiving this feedback 
of student opinion. The faculty 
will benefit from a course 
evaluation in that the results 
of the survey will let them 
know what the students are 
thinking. The big problem in 
many student-faculty situa- 
tions is lack of communication. 
The motion put forth by Ellen 
Nestle will create a sharing of 
ideas. This process can 
only result in a learning si-

of Agriculture 



Wednesday, January 21, 1970, 
Donald Locke chaired a meeting 
of third and fourth year Agri- 
culture and Food Science. The 
purpose of the meeting was to 
discuss the program at Macdonald 
CoUege for these students and 
offer suggestions for change and 
improvements. 

Mr. G. Peter Henderson, man- 
ager of C.M.C. Student Placement 
Office, presented a proposal 
concerning the feasibility of a 
trial work study program, which 
was as follows: 

a) A student working in his 
chosen field for some time on 
some sort of a program prior to 
his completion of studies. 

b) To achieve this, the most 
logical suggestion at this time 
is that a student be hired on 
completion of his penultimate 
year to work that summer, the 
following winter and again the 
following summer in his area of 
interest returning to school after 
the second summer and finishing 
his education one year after he 
would have originally graduated. 

c) Although the above statement 
leaves some academic questions 
to be answered, the general feel- 
ing is, I think, that due considera- 
tion would be given to any student 
with a good penultimate year's 
average wishing to further his 
education depth in this manner. 

d) Although this seems like 
stretching the degree unnecessari- 



ly it should be remembered that 
the Universities of Waterloo and 
Sherbrooke are doing this totally 
in their Science faculties giving 
to students: 

1) A better understanding of 
their subjects and their courses. 

2) Making the demand for such 
students higher than his general 
demand, and 

3) Usually paying a salary dif- 
ferential equivalent to the more 
experienced graduate with one or 
two years service. 

e) During the work period in 
question of approximately 18 
months the student would receive 
remuneration equal to a fourth 
year student at this level, plus 
all the company benefits of a reg- 
ular employee, i.e. pension, 
medical, holidays, etc. 

f) On completion of the work 
program prior to the return to 
school, the student would be 
granted an interview at which 
time it would be decided if he 
liked the company and his field 
of endeavour and, conversely, if 
the company liked him and his 
proven ability. If so, or if the 
student was undecided, he would 
go back to school and finish his 
studies not obligated to the com- 
pany in question. If the company 
was unhappy, or, at least not sa- 
tisfied, he would be released to

The 
Junior Varsity team also lost 
to the CJV1JI., Cadets 87-79 
but this was an improvement as 
the team came out with its best 
offensive output. Kirk Richard- 
son and Norm Woods came up 
with 21 and 19 points respect- 
ively. Rick Robson, who scored 
27 points against Dawson Col- 
lege two weeks ago, added 14 
and Art Sandman chipped in with 
11. 



Wednesday, against McGill, 
the Clansmen played well enough 
to win but were unable to take 
control of the game. In the first 
half they led the Redmen for the 
early minutes and after a dry 
spell lasting 10 minutes fought 
back to within five points of the 
Redmen at the half. Dave Algar. 
Rick Suf field and Jim Guild 
shot well on 15-20 footers against 
the loose McGill zone defense. In 
the second half the Clansmen 
stayed with the Redmen all the 
way but lost Ken Smyth and Jim 
Guild on fouls in the closing 
minutes. Pressing to retain the 
lead in the last minute, the 
Clansmen came close but three 
baskets by McGill's Pierre 
Brodeur gave McGill the victory 
84-76. Brodeur led the McGill 
Redmen with 22 points, but 
fine defensive work, by Suffield 
and Algar kept this exceptional 
shooter under wraps most of 
the game, as Brodeur missed 
countless shots. Bill Holt, a 
former Clansman, was contained 
by Ian McGibbon and Holt 
finally fouled out in the second 
half with a sub- par eleven 
points.

Dr. Dion, Dean of Agriculture 
and Vice-Principal of McGill 
University and Macdonald College, 
will host a dinner during the week 
of February 1, 1970. The guests 
will include third and fourth year 
students. The exact arrangements 
will be announced as soon as they 
are completed. Dr. Dion will be 
available to answer all questions, 
to the best of his abilities. 

The Agriculture Undergraduate 
Society, AUS, will hold a meeting 
on Tuesday, January 27, 1970. 
Issues discussed will include 
Course Evaluation and program 
design. All third and fourth year 
students are urged to attend in 
order to present proposals. These 
proposals will later be introduced 
to the Faculty of Agriculture. 

Comments 

The difficulty of Wednesday's 
meeting was the illplaced concern 
with names rather than the im- 
provement of the programs and 
courses. The tense atmosphere 
reflected the deep committment 
that everyone felt towards the 
development of a worthwhile 
agriculture program. It is hoped 
that the concern will be expressed 
at the AUS meeting and this con- 
cern be channeled in an appro- 
priate manner to bring about 
change. 



Dr. Benjamin Spock will speak 
on 'Dissent and Social Change' 
on Friday, February 6th at 8.00 
p.m. in the main auditorium of 
the University of Montreal. 

In 1962 Dr. Spock was co- 
chairman for the National Com- 
mittee for a Sane Nuclear Policy. 
In 1967 he became co-chairman 
for New Politics and made fre- 
quent trips to speak about freedom 
and peace for the NCNP and other 
organizations. 

In January, 1968, Dr. Spock was 
charged along with four other men 
of conspiring to counsel young 
men to evade the draft. In a sub- 
sequent trial he and three others 
were found guilty: the case was 
appealed and in July, 1969 the 
First Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Boston overturned Dr. Spock' s 
conviction and that of one of the 
other men who were tried with 
him (Michael Ferber). The gov- 
ernment has decided not to appeal 
this decision to the Supreme 
court. 

Dr. Spock has been speaking at 
campuses all over the United 
States and Canada on behalf of 
the Civil Liberties Legal Defense 
Fund, Inc, an organization which 
raises funds to provide for the 
legal defense of conscientious 
resisters. Dr. Spock' s fee for his 
lecture will go to this fund.

tuation, and as we are a Fa- 
culty of Education any situa- 
tion which evokes a learning 
process should be welcomed 
by the student body and by the 
faculty. 

Other business dealt with at 
the meeting which affacts 
the student body was the 
report by Prof. Pederson deal- 
ing with the destiny of 
Macdonald. McGill Universi- 
ty has agreed to allow 700 
grade 11 graduates to enter 
Macdonald in Sept. of 1970. 
This programme is not the 
equivalent of the CEGEP 
programme as it will offer 
only academic and no techni- 
cal courses. Prof. Pederson 
reported that there are 2850, 
students expected out of grade 
11 next year with nowhere to 
go. McGill can take 700 at 
Macdonald which will leave 
2150 students. Prof. Pederson 
stressed the importance of 
keeping Macdonald filled after 
the Faculty of Education goes 
to McGill if Macdonald is to 
remain under the control of 
McGill University. 

The recommendation of the 
Standing Committee concern- 
ing open or closed meetings, 
in particular the Admissions, 
Promotions and Standings and 
the Secondary Education Com- 
mittee is also of interest to 
the student body.

If the guys 
start with their left foot, and 
hold their partners firmly they 
can lead the girls through cha- 
cha after cha-cha with ease. 
If they can do that then the 
tango, samba, rumba, mamba, 
bossa-nova, polka, swing, waltz 
and fox-trot. 

Two weeks ago Dennis Bureau 
and Francine Roy instructed 40 
students for a XVz hour session, 
(this week 58 students for 2 hours). 
M. Bureau, who is a represent- 
ative of the Alliance of Pro- 
fessional Dance Teachers of 
Quebec (with affiliates in 23 
countries) has been working 
as a professional instructor 
for fifteen years. Several years 
ago he received a gold medal 
in the American Ballroom Danc- 
ing Style from the Arthur Mur- 
ray Dance Studio. At present he 
is working with Francine Roy, 
a shapely blond who makes all 
the guys gasp- she simply floats 
over the dance floor. 

The method of instruction used 
by Mr. Bureau enables a stu- 
dent in one lesson to pick up 
the basic steps of four dances. 
The cost is only two-bits (25 
cents) per person as compared 
to $4.00 per hour under similar 
conditions at a dance studio down- 
town. This method has been 
tried at McGill and U. of Mont- 
real and has proven to be suc- 
cessful.
